Links are formed by blanking from strip 
stock. While ordinarily made from carbon steel, 
it is available in certain corrosion-resistant metals.

How much is enough ... 


W 











HARDWARE AGE, 


“I know this problem of margins is an important one for both wholesaler 
and retailer. I would like to do something about it. But exactly what should 
Ido? What is an adequate margin? How much support will | get from the 
trade if | do increase my margins ?”’ 


The speaker was the chief executive of a long-established hardware manu 
facturer who has always sold through wholesalers and independent dealers. 
We had been discussing the margin problem in an after-hours session, His 
statement, quoted above, is identical in meaning with the comments made 
by many, many other manufacturers. It highlights the dilemma facing 
many manufacturers today. 


There are many hardware makers who are very seriously concerned about 
the welfare of their distributors. They are sincerely interested in doing 
everything in their power to assure their wholesalers and retailers an ade- 
quate margin, 


jut what is an adequate margin? Is it the same for all products? Is it 
the same for all types of distributors? Is it the same for all geographic 


areas? 


There have been many public discussions of margins by wholesalers, but 
thus far no answer has been given to these pertinent questions. A very 
enlightening discussion of margins will be found on page 56 of this issue. 
In this discussion you will find acknowledgement that different linea may 


require different margins. But what lines and exactly what margins‘ 


It seems to me that it is time for the wholesale trade to present some 
specific suggestions to the manufacturing trade, if there is to be action on 
the margin problem. These suggestions must be backed up with adequate 
records to support their contention. Without these figures, it will be diffi- 
cult to convince manufacturers of the merit of the request for better 
margins. 


hat happens —or... 


The question of margins does not stand alone. It is not just a simple 
matter of adjusting prices. It has a deep economic significance that goes 
far beyond the wholesaler or dealer; it affects the competitive position of 
the manufacturer against other firms making the same products. 


If a manufacturer does increase his margins, what will happen? Will the 
trade give him support? That is, real support in terms of business. Or 
will they just pat him on the head, call him a good boy, and then continue to 
do business with other firms which did not increase margins? 


This has actually happened in one instance. A firm increased its margins, 


both wholesale and retail, on one line of products. [t was this company’s 
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Just Among Ourselves

intention to later increase the margins on all his products, if the response 
to the first increase was favorable. 




















What happened? Practically nothing. The lack of tangible encourage- 
ment from the wholesale trade has caused this manufacturer to drop the 
whole idea. 


In contrast with this case, we see other manufacturers actually reducing 
the wholesale and retail margins. What is the trade doing about their 
products? Are they still giving them prime display space? 2. | 


This is not an academic question. It is a practical and important one, 
because on the answer to it hangs the future trend of all margins. If the 
product with the reduced margin continues to prosper, you may expect other 
manufacturers to follow the same pattern. If the manufacturer who main- 
tains adequate margins sees his sales improve, you may be sure that he will 
continue his higher margins and it won't be long before other manufac- 
turers follow his footsteps. 


The problem of margins is further complicated by legal considerations. 
Any change based on agreement between groups, or due to organized pres- 
sure by one group, could well end up in a Federal lawsuit. The matter must 
be handled on an individual company basis, to meet the requirements of the 
law, but at least there can be general agreement as to what constitutes an 
adequate margin. 


Manufacturers are going to move very slowly in adjusting margins. 
There is a great deal at stake. An increase in margins will undoubtedly 
he followed by an increase in retail prices. Then the manufacturer faces the 
hazard of an unfavorable competitive situation. Unless the manufacturer 
has the backing of the trade, he can lose his shirt in a situation of that 
kind... and very quickly. 













The coin has two sides... 





The history of the hardware trade has always been one of give and take. 
Over the years, many problems have been settled by straightforward, 
intelligent discussions. The margin situation can be handled in the same 
manner. 


But wholesalers and dealers must acknowledge that there are two sides to 
every coin. In any discussion of the need for larger margins, the question 
will be asked: Are wholesalers and dealers doing everything possible to keep 
the cost of distribution low? In short, is there really a need for more 
margin, or is the request for larger margins just a means of covering up 
inefficiencies ? 





















Another question will be: Do you have any good figures that will show 
exactly what it costs to handle a specific line? Over all records will have 4 
little value in a discussion of margins. There must be records covering 
individual lines, if a good case is to be made. 


Aside from the need for records, a distributor must enter these discus- 
sions with a firm conviction that he will support those who consider his 
interests. 





If the problem is approached with these considerations in mind, there is 
no question but that the proper solution will be found. In the meantime, 
let us have your frank opinions on this question.

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New System Cuts Long Delays 
In Obtaining Loans From SBA 


The Small Business Administration is making it 
easier and faster for merchants to obtain funds under 
the Limited Loan Participation Program. 

In an action stemming in part from the shortage of 
risk capital caused by tight money policies, SBA will 
permit its 22 branch offices across the country to give 
final approval to loans under the program without an 
OK from Washington. 

Under the Limited Loan Participation Program, 
SBA will lend up to $15,000, or 75 percent of a loan, 
to a small businessman with a local bank providing the 
reat. Collateral requirements for these loans are less 
strict than normal bank or SBA advances. 

The loans may be used for store modernization, ex- 
pansion, or inventory purchases. (See HA, April 26, 
page 10.) 

The Limited Loan Program, instituted leas than a 
vear ago, has been particularly popular with small re- 
tailers, with more than 250 loans approved so far. 





Speeded up lending procedures for limited loan appli- 
cations will make the program increasingly valuable to 
amall businesaamen. Processing time will be eut from 


about 6 weeks to a month or leas under the new aystem. 


Sparkman-Patman Bill Would Aid 
Dealers Against Cut-Price Abuse 


A bill to help small retailers by limiting the so-called 
good faith defense in price discrimination cases stands 
a good chance of being approved by congress this year. 

The bill (H.R. 11) sponsored by Rep. Wright Pat- 
man (D., Tex.), and Sen. John Sparkman (D., Ala.), 
would overrule a Supreme Court decision which the 
bill's sponsors claim has made it virtually impossibie 
for the Federal Trade Commission to enforce the 
Robinson-Patman Act. 

In that decision, which the bill attempts to correct, 
the Supreme Court ruled that a manufacturer or large 
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chain organization may cut its prices below a fair level 
if it is done in good faith to meet competition. 

The bill’s sponsors say that this loophole should be 
severely restricted to protect small retailers from 
preaatory price practices of larger competitors. 





The Sparkman-Patman Bill is controversial, and 
earlier appeared to be bottled up. Its sponsors have 
forced it to a vote in the house, and if the pressure is 


maintained, stands a good chance of passage thia year. 


Proposed Big Postage Increases 
Seen Unlikely Until Next Year 


Legislation to increase postage on all classes of mail 
by about 30 percent, thus hiking the costs of billing and 
advertising, is being pushed in congress. Prospects are 
that final action will be delayed at least until next year. 

The House Post Office Committee has approved a bill 
(H. R. 9228) to increase the rate for first class mail 
from 3 to 4 cents, the rate for third class catalogs and 
advertising matter by 30 percent, and bulk mail by 
about 2 cents a pound. 

The Eisenhower administration is backing the pro- 
posed increase. 

Many retailers, mail order houses and advertising 
firms oppose the increase, complaining it would cut into 
profits and force some business liquidations. The com- 
mittee is split on the matter, which helps cut down the 
chance of passage this year. 


There is enough opposition to the postal increase to 
block ita approval in an election year. Boosters of the 
increase admit privately they are mainly laying ground- 
work for next year when they expect passage without 
too much difficulty.

Demand for builders’ hardware 
will continue strong in the months 
ahead, 

kr, W. Dodge Corp. reporta con 
tract awards for all types of con- 
struction in April reached the sec- 
ond highest total for any month on 
record. Contracts for future con- 
struction awarded in April totaled 

2.4 billion. 

The total was exceeded only in 
May, 1951, according to Dodge, 
when 8980 million of Atomic En- 
ergy Commission heavy engineering 
contracts were let, 

April contract awards for future 
home construction in the 37 states 
east of the Rocky Mountains reach- 
ed a new high for the second month 
in a row, according to Dodge. Con- 
tracts totaled $1,144 million for a 
7 pereent increase over March's 
$1,105 million which had been the 
record high month for future resi- 
dential construction contract 
awards, 

Dodge reports the March trend in 
future home building was evident 
in April, that is, fewer new houses, 
but larger and more expensive ones. 

In Washington, the Veterans Ad- 
ministration reports that builders’ 
requests in April for appraisals on 
home construction in- 
creased 22 percent over March. The

When a dealer, looking for more selling area for a 
department, remodels basement space and puts in an 
attractive display of merchandise what is the result” 

In the case of Klatt’s Hardware, Cherokee. Ia., the 
result is a monthiy volume of about $3000 from a 
giamorous 22 by 40 ft housewares and gift department 

Many customers tell Mr. Klatt that he has a fine 
selection of gifts.

Unusual displays pay off. They make cus 
tomers aware of your merchandise and often 
lead to impulse sales 

The more unusual they are, the better traffic 
stoppers they are. But to find the unusual dis 
play that pays off takes time and experimenta 
tion. It means trying out some ideas that may, 
at first, seem far-fetched. And it means giving 
dispiays a reasonable time to prove their worth, 


not discarding them after a few days or weeks 





One such unusual idea is a floor display in the 
aisles alongside the wall fixtures. Displays like 
this CAUSE the customers to look down to avoid 
tripping over the merchandise. It makes them 
notice whatever items you may be promoting 
Also it makes customers move through the store 
slower and notice items on display in the fixture 

Ray Fleak, who operates Fleak Hardware in 
Webster City, la., started using this techniqu
